9.—Thirty- 
seven persons are in the lazarettos, 
and six deaths have occurred today, 
one entire family having died of the 
plague. Many persons have left the 
city, and gone to live on the outskirts 
of the city.

It has been decided to disinfect the en- 
tire city. 
The Charity Commission will pay 
for the houses that have to be burned, 
and for all clothing destroyed. 
A man attacked by the plague was 
found on his way to Castillo. He was 
brought to the city to be sent to a 
lagaretto, but he died on the way 
there. 

A worhan, in order to save her son 
from being taken to a lasaretto, put 
him in bed at home. His father and 
she herself were, In consequence, at- 
tacked by the plague and died within 
a few hours. The house has been 
burned by the authorities. 

The people seem, to be afraid of be- 
ing taken to the lagarettos, preferring 
to remain at their houses when at- 
tacked by the plague, but the author- 
ities are constantly hunting up sick 
people and taking them to the lazaret- 
tos. Many residents are being sent 
to the department of observation.

At the continuation of the trial 
by @urt-martial of Edward G. Glenn, 
major of the Fifth Infantry, who is 
charged with unlawfully and wilfully 
killing seven prisoners of war in Samar 
last January, Louis E. Caulfield, second 
Heutenant of the Philippine scouts, 
who was in commend of the detach- 
ment which killed the native guided 
in question, testified that while Maj. 
Glenn directed that the guides be exe 
cuted it they failed to lead the columm 
to the enemy, he, Lieut. Caulfield, did 
not repeat Maj. Glenu's orders to the 
detachment. He said he gave no or- 
ders for the killing of the guides him- 
self, and that their killing did not re- 

u from the orders issued by Maj. 

lenn. 

The witness testified that he did not 
see the killing. He gaid that Preston 
and Ramos, civilian scouts, reported © 
him that the guides had been killed 
while to escape, and that he so 
report to Maj. Glenn when he re- 
turned to Cabayog. Lieut. Caulfield 
explained that the detachment had 
been divided; that he was in command 
of one part, and that Ramos com- 
manded the other. Ramos reported the 
killing of four of the guides when he 
rejoined the withess. The remaining 
three guides were killed after the main 
column had started. Léeut. Caulfield 


was in the lead, and did not see this 


incident. Preston was in charge of the 
rear gyard at the time, and reported 
the killing of the three guides, telling 
him the men had made a break for 
liberty. 

A native sergeant, who accompanied 
the detachment under Ramos, teatified 
that the first four guides had been 
executed by order of Ramos because 
they failed to guide the column to the 


enemy. This witness said the guides 
had been given a chance to lead the 
column. n they refused to d #0 


they were made to kneel, and advised 
to repent their sins. The sergeant said 
that a native soldier was stationed be- 
hind each kneeling man. and at the 
word of command .the soldiers first 
clubbed the guides with their rifle butts 
and bayoneted them. The witness de- 
clared that Lieut. Caulfield was not 
present at this execution. 

The prosecution is endeavoring to 
connect Mai. Glenn with the killing of 
the guides by trying to show that Ra- 
mos was present when Mat. Glenn 
gave his orders to Leut, Caulfield.

GIVEN SATISFACTION.

According to the German Press, the 
Government Feels That the Diplomat 
Has not Proved Equal to the Tasks

BERLIN, Jan. $—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] Ambassador Von olieben was 
not recalled from Waéhington, but, 
learning that his government was not 
wholly satisfied with his work, and 
feeling ill and depressed, he cabled for 
a long leave of absence, which was im- 
mediately granted. He will not return 
to Washington. 
Baron Speck von Sternberg’s tem- 
porary assignment as Charge d'Af- 
faires of Germany at Washington, will 
be followed after an interval by his ap- 
pointment as Ambassador. The Baron 
in the meantime will retain his posi- 
tion as Consul-General of Germany at 
Calcutta. Oddly enough, the exact 
whereabouts of Baron Von Sternberg 
is mot known at the Foreign ce. 
It is thought, however, that he is vis- 
iting kinspeople in 
All the Foreign Office officials will 
say abogt Von Holleben is: “He has 
not been recalled, and his leave was 
granted upon his own initiative. The 
government would never recall an Am- 
bassador in the midst of important ne- 
gotiations without grave reasons, and 
these certainly do not exist in this 
case. The supposition that the gov- 
ernment is angered because the Am- 
bassador failed to obtain President 
Roosevelt's acceptance of the arbitra- 
tion of the Venezuelan question is 
wholly incorrect. Germany reckoned 
in advance that the President might 
have weighty reasons for declining, 
hence her note of December 23, con- 
tained the alternative proposition to 
refer the matter to The Hague Arbi- 
tration Court. Still, it was felt that 
the international political factors in 
the case dictated the appropriateness 
of firet offering the President the ar- 
bitratorship.” 

* ONE CURIOUS REASON.

TUNNEL UNDER THE HUDSON. 
NEW COMPANY INCORPORATED.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Plans for the third big 
tunnel for the transportation of pas- 
sengers under the Hudson River, 
Manhattan Island and East River, ex- 
tending from Jersey City to Brooklyn, 
have got so far that it was asserte l 
today that application for the requisite 
franchise will be made to the Rapid 
Transit Commission in about a month.

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UBLIC OFFICIAL—PUBLIC ENEMY. 
In the New Year's number of the 
San Francisco Chronicle appeared an 
article on “The Irrigation Problem in 
California,” Written by Elwood Mead, 
expert in charge of irrigation invest!- 
gation, United States Department of 
Agriculture. Mr. Mead, of course, ap- 
proves of the irrigation bill prepared 
by the California Water and Forest 
Association. It would be strange if 
he did not, because he was largely in- 
strumental in framing the policy of 
that organization. In the course of the 
article, Mr. Mead says..-@ 

“From my acquaint with the 
irrigation conditions of California, and 
the diverse views and interests which 
are the outgrowth of a development 
without public regulation or control, 
the study of the bill has led to the 
conviction that its framers have suc- 
ceeded in drafting a measure which 
will do as much good and as little 
harm, will give as great stability to 
property interests in canals and rights 
to the use of water by irrigators, and 
create as little disturbance to exist- 
ing conditions, as would be possible 
with any measure which can be framed. 
It not only provides for a record 
of exiating rights, but for the protes- 
tion of these rights in times of scarcity. 
At the same time, the prepara- 
tion of these records and the orderly 
division of streams in times of 
scarcity will involve no radical inno- 
vations in the settlement of contro- 
verted questions. It does not encroach 
on the prerogatives of the courts, nor 
take away from any appropriator or 

r of water any of the rights which 
bf now enjoys. It does, however, sup- 
ply the protection of which he now 
stands in need. I believe its * 
win promote the extension of public 
aid, and of private investments in ir- 
ration works, and mark the begin- 
ning of a stable and rapid increase of 
the State's agricultural wealth and 
population.” 

On Monday last, in commenting upon 
the Works Irrigation Bill—the in- 
famous Works bill.” as it has been 
justiy termed—we alluded to the per- 
nicious activity of this man, Elwood 
Mead, who, for some inecrutable rea- 
son, is permitted by his supertors to 
use his influence as an official of the 
Department of Agriculture against the 
great and praiseworthy movement for 
the irrigation of the arid public lands, 
in the interest of actual home-seekers. 
Since Mr. Mead appears to be de- 
termined to push his pernicious activity 
to the limit, a few more words on this 
subject will not be out of place. 

From the very beginning of Mr. 
Mead's connection with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, he has used his 
influence and the prestige which his 
position tn the department gives him to 
promote his personal theories in regard 
to irrigation, and to promote, in the 
arid and semi-arid States, the creation 
of a system of State control of irriga- 
tion, through a State political irriga- 
tion machine, with a central board of 
engineers or commissioners, with arbi- 
trary powers. This theory, insidiously 
and persistently advanced, had to be 
combated; step by step, by the Na- 
tional [Irrigation Association, and 
greatly added to the difficulties en- 
countered by that body. Defeated in 
his endeavors to block the national! r- 
rigation bill, through the steadfastness 
of the friends of*nationa! irrigation 
throughout the country, and in Con- 
greas, and the support of the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Mead has since adopted 
bushwhacking tactics, and has been 
trying. by every means in his power, 
to cast obstacles in the way of carry- 
ing out the beneficent purpose of the 
government. As an official of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, he has op- 
posed about everything that is right in 
connection with the policy of national 
irrigation, and he has advocated about: 
everything that is wrong. Briefly 
stated, he has advocated “State ces- 
sion.” he has advocated the “State 
leasing. bill.” or the leasing of the 
public lands for the purpose of raising 
a fund for arid-land reclamation; he 
has advocated what was known as the 
“State Engineers Bin, something 
similar to the bill now proposed for 
California; he hag advocated that na- 
tional irrigation should not be ap- 
plied to any State unti! it had framed 
jaws to fit his theories: he bas declared 
that complications would be created, 
by national construction of irrigation 
works, which declaration wat properly 
ignored by Congress. 

In short, Elwood Mead, a public of- 
ficial, has shown himself to be an en- 
emy of the people by whom he is em- 
ployed, and a friend of private corpora- 
tions, whose interests and those of 
the public are, to a great exteht, an- 
tagonistic.. We showed, at length, in 
our editorial of Monday last, why the 
passage of the Works bill would be 
one of the worst things that ever hap- 
pened to the State—a menace to our 
progress. It is significant that at the 
recent meeting of irrigators, held in 
Riverside, the only person who had a 
good word to say for the bill was 
Judge Works, the author of it, who is 
the attorney for private water corpora- 
tions. The entire Southern California 
delegation in the Legislature ts op- 
posed to the mensure. Notwithstand- 


ing this, it would be wise for the pev- 
ple of the State to be on the alert, for 
we have learned by bitter expertence 


how a California Legislature can some- 
times do things that are contrary to 
the wishes of 90 per cent. of the elti- 
sense. 

Meanwhile, it Is about time that Sec. 
retary Whlison of the Department of 
Agriculture, 4 practical and  right- 
thinking man, who has the interests 
of the people at heart, should be re- 
quested to explain how it is that he 
continucs to permit this man, Elwood 
Mead, to use his influence and stand.

HEN I saw Dr. Tama Kin 

alight from the train at the Ar- 

cade Depot yesterday, there was 
nothing distinguishing to mark the 
little veiled figure from the many 
other travelers from the north who 
had reached the City of the Angels. 

But later—later when I met this 
Chinese follower of Aesculapius, this 
one oriental woman in the world who 
ran write M. D. after her name—1 
saw a strange oriental flower, the 
product of an educational cross be- 
tween the Occident and the Orient. 

Dr. Yamal Wore the Manchu dress. 
A long robe of apricot pink silk fell 
from her neck to her feet, a shimmer- 
ing silk, quaintly ornamented with 
beads of paie cream gauze embroid- 
ered in black and biue in stliches 
something like the o'd-fashioned conch 
#titch the robe was bota brilliant 
and striking. The slashes at the 
revealed pale-biue satin trousers tied 
‘at the ankles and also embroidered tn 
beads of blue and black. 

Due satin shoes, with a heel four 
inches high in the middie of the foot, 
completed the costume of the slight 
little figure—the newest of all the new 
women-—who met me with all the 
dignity and grace of an accomplished 
society woman, but also with the 
naive simplicity and absolute uncon- 
sciousness of a child. « 

Dr. Yamai went back to China about 
five months ago. She has but just 
returned, having sone there, as she 
said, “to investigate the great educa- 
tional movement in China, the new 
tide of life that has come into the 
Orient. Everything has taken «a new 
turn; the ferment of unrest ie work- 
ing steadily. There necessarily 
much disturbance and turmoll, but the 
outlook is exceedingly hopeful. . 

“To me,” said the doctor, “the most 
wonderful, the most. hopeful, aspect is 
that the real leaders, the literati of 
China, are so interested in everything 
western. All the printing presses at 
Shanghal and Hongkong are running 
day and night to supply books for 
educational purposes, and yet the sup- 
ply cannot meet the demand. Every- 
thing is demanded from primers to 
scientific works. The craze for the 
new education extends through ali 
ranks, from the lowest to the high- 
et official who has heretofore heid 
al from all advance movements. 

“There is, however, great trouble in 
securing teachers, and, of —5 the 

good teacher 


people do not know a 
irom a poor one.” 
To iustrate this, the doctor told an 
anecdote of the experience of a friend 
of hers, a man of means and power, 
one who floated the Russia-Chinese 
bank and was also one of the com- 
pradoré of the French bank of Shang- 
hal. This man was emleavoring to 
perfect his English for the 
of a better knowledge of commercial 
relations—"and what do you suppose I 
found him struggling over?” said the 
little doctor, with a merry * 
“Goldsmith's ‘Deserted Village.’ ‘Why, 
I exclaimed, ‘are you reading this? 
and he said he had been told that 
Goldsmith was an English classic, by 
his teacher, and that its reading would 
perfect his for com- 
\mercial purposes. Later, the same 
man was taken from th English 
classic and was found perfecting his 
English with the old-fashioned volume 
‘Reading Without Tears.’ 

“This is the kind of a situation you 
find among those attempting to mas- 
ter English under poor teachers in 
China. Of course, there are good 
teachers, but they are few. 

“The influence of woman is strong in 
China, sald the doctor, In answer 
to my inquiry: “What of the women?” 
“It does not appear outwardiy, but one 
who understands the true inwardness 
will be struck with the growi senti- 
ment that girls in China must edu- 
cated as well as boys. A great revo- 
lution has taken place through the 
introduction of the factories and mils, 
where the girls are empioyed in great 
numbers. It is a most interesting sight 
to see these factory giris being taken 
in wheeibarrows, eight or more in a 
barrow, each evening to the lll, 
chattering and laughing, but good and 
faithful workers. 

“The Chinese are aping their oc- 
cidental sisters in many ways,” pur- 
sued the doctor. “In the matter of 
Gross, it ls most striking. The common 
European white edgings are beginning 
to displace the beautiful oriental birda, 
and cheap and common lace ts also 
beginning to appear on tde robes— 
things quite incongruous and out of 
keeping are getting to be ‘the style: 
even glass bead and crystal gimps 
are being used, which is spoiling the 
beauty of the dress. 

While these things are ‘coming in,’ 
though, theré are many things ‘going 
out.” I am glad to gay footbinding is 
going out. It is ceasing to be fashion 
able, and as soon as it begins to be 
unpopular in the upper classes, it has 
no attractions for the commen people.” 

Dr. Yamal has some beautiful robes. 
I was absolutely tusecinated with the 
quaint, oriental garb, the rich silks and 
satins with their precious embroideries 
in golcen threads, and all so exquisitely 
designed. And the trousers! Rich with 
color, beautif“ul in finish, quaint in cut. 

One could not but imagine how free 
would be the movements in this dress 
of the old Manchu dynasty, and to be-

Various Fields Show Progress—New 
Pipe Line from Kern River—Oil on 
Contract Brings Better Prices—Orange 
County Wells Break Record. 


The Great Western on Company of 
this city has filed notices of mineral 
location on thousands of acres in San 
Bernardino county. 

It was announced yesterday that the 
local company has great faith in the 
possible oil-producing qualities of that 
part of the desert near Victorville, A 
small town a number of miles north of 
San Bernardino, and its location: no- 
tices, just filed, cover a tract of land 
consisting of some sixteen thousand 
acres of unproven territory. 

No oll has been found in that part 
of the desert, although thousands of 
dollars have been expended in pros- 
pecting in. various corners of the 
county. One well was drilled many 
months ago near Victorville, but, al- 
though the drill was sent to a depth 
of several hundred feet, it was aban- 
doned before the ,much-eought-for 
liquid had been tound. In the Kramer 
district, still farther north, several lo- 
cal companies parted with good round 
dollars in an attempt to prove the 
field, but were unsuccessful. 

In spite of the failures many are 
confident that oil will be found if the 
drili is sent deep enough. and the 
Great Western management is in that 
list. The indications of petroleum de- 

ts are flattering, and experts that 
ave examined the showing: have re- 
ported favorably on the field. 

The present move of the Great West- 
ern has greatly excited oil speculators, 
and there will doubtless be a big rush 
to the place by locators. It is not the 
intention of the company to begin 
work at once, but as soon as sufficient 
capital has been réised to make @ 
thorough test of the field, then the drin; 
will be sent down. his company has 
interests in the Newhall field.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. %.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The most celebrated and 
far-reaching libel sult ever tried in 
California is drawing to a close. 
Within a short while the public will 
know whether Katherine A. Tingley 
has a verdict against the Times-Mirror 
Company or not. But maybe the Sons 
and Daughters of the Rising Sun will 
hall the great orb of day several 
times before any substantial damages 
are recovered, for the question ts not 
so one-sided that it is likely to be de- 
cided instantly after it is submitted to 
the jury. There are plausible argu- 
ments on both sides of the case, and 
they are now being produced. 

Probably not before in the annals of 
San Diego county has any civil action 
in the local courts attracted so much 
attention. All through the long-drawa- 
out trial the attendance in Judge Tor- 
rance’s court has been very large, 
but today was a record-breaker.

mean that her peculiar ideas about the 


sacredness of the marital relations as 
practiced in all civilized Christian coun- 
tries, and her ridiculous notions about 
the nurturing of children, as testified 
to by herself, are indorsed by a jury 
of intelligent American citizens. The 
able attorney pointed out that such an 
indorsement would strike at that most 
sacred of our institutions—the very 
foundation of our government—the 
family home. ‘ 

Mr. Daney spoke, in all, nearly three 
hours, the concluding portion of his 
address occupying almost two full 
hours, and he closed in as good voice 
as he began. He was heartily congrat- 
ulated by his colleagues and friends qn 
his intelligent and lucid presentation 
of the cage. 

At the afternoon session the attend- 
ance was larger than ever. Extra 
chairs were brought in and placed 
around the judge's dais and the jury 
box as clusely as the space would per- 
mit. Besides this the aisles were filled 
and every square foot of standing 
room was occupied, there being an un- 
usually large number of women and 
old persons in, the audience. It was 
probably as intelligent and high-class 
an assembly as ever gathered in San 
Tego. The cause of the unprecedented 
outpouring was anticipation that 
Samuel M. Shortridge, Esq., of San 
Francisco would begin his address be- 
fore the afternoon was over. In this 
the people were disappointed, for W. 
R. Andrews, Esq., of San Diego, for 
plaintiff, took up the entire afternoon 
with his harangue to the jury. 

Mr. Andrews, like Mr. Daney, re- 
flected credit ‘on the local bar. He is 
a man past middle age, with gray, 
tousled hair and close-cropped gray 
beard, and intense earnestness of man- 
ner. This is the first time in his five 
or six years’ practice in San Diego 
that Mr. Andrews has been brought 
prominently before the public, and he 
is the gainer by it, as he has proved 
himself eminently the ablest of plain- 
tiff’s counsel. 

While Mr. Andrews can scarcely be 
classed as an orator, it can be ga 
that he is a forceful and earnest 
speaker, a trifle too earnest, perhaps, 
for in his play for sympathy in behalf 
of his client, he clearly overreached 
himself and became almost maudlin in 
his tearful pleading. He worked him- 
self into such a frenzy of outraged 
feeling thet his throat choked with 
sobs, real or pretended, and he could 
searcely enunciate his burning 
thoughts toward the last, on account 
of the tears in his voice. Oh, it was 
pitiful to hear Brer Andrews reci 
the woes of the purple mother an 
apotheotize her as about the next 
thing in purity to the Madonna herself. 

“I say, all praise to you, Katherine 
Tingley.” was one of Andrews's eulo- 
gistic sentences. He also likened “this 
Innocent, defenseless woman to a 
deer (not dear) fleeing for its life be- 
fore its pursuers. In his beat Andrews 
went to the extreme of denouncing 
witnesses for the defense as hounds, 
curs and perjurers. He also attacked 
with special virulence, as plaintiff? has 
done from the beginning, Dr. Jerome 
A. Anderson, whose reputation for 
truth and veracity and honorable 
standing in San Francisco and the 
State was established long before the 
Point Loma outfit broke with him. 

Mr. Andrews does not ke poetry. 
He spent about one-quarter of an hour 


criticising the Wttle rhyme, “Tingle, 
tingle, little star,” which a in 
The Times in the more or remote 


past. He thought. it was unkind to 
satirize the Point Loma priestess with 
such doggerel, but the most unkindest 
cut of all, he said, was to refer to her 
as She. Thet was atrocious, in Mr. An- 
drews's opinion, and he coughed up 
great gobs of grief in contemplation 
of the fact that any one could be so lost 
to respect for womankind as to talk 
about the “purple She.” He is evidently 
not familiar with Rider Haggard’s 
famous “She, who must be obeyed,” 
as he persisted in placing low and 
vulgar interpretation upon the word 
which it does not properly bear, thus 
showing himself to be a verbal pervert. 
Just how many bucketfuls of tears 
Andrews would have shed for his pur- 
ple client's sake will never be known, 
for his voice petered out and he suc- 
cumbed from sheer exhaustion at 4:37 
by the clock, 

It was too late then for Mr. Short- 
ridge to begin his address for the de- 
fense, so an adjournment was taken 
until 10 o'clock in the morning. Short- 
ridge’s address will probably run far 
into the afternoon session. 

There will hardly be time for Me- 
Kinley to conclude for plaintiff tomor- 
row, so it is not likely that the case 
will be submitted to the jury before 
Monday. 


FORENOON SESSION. 
TOO WARM FOR TINGLEY. 

There was a full house this morning 
when Eugene Dancy, Esq., resumed his 
argument for the defense. He spoke 
nearly two hours and was listened to 
with the closest interest by the jury 
and the large audience. He was in 
good voice and his argument was lucid, 
eloquent and logical. He made it so 
warm for Mre. Tingley that she 
couldn't sit still. Before he had halt 
concluded, she rose in high dudgeon, 
and muttering: “I won't stand this! I 
wont! she waddled out of court, mak- 
ing an ostentatious display of decrepti- 
tude with her crutch, She did not re- 
turn until a few minutes before noon, 
when Mr. Daney was closing his ad- 
dress. \ 

Secretary-General Pierce of Mrs. 
Tingleys cabinet also came in for a 
severe scorching, but with brazen ef- 
frontery he sat through the ordeal, a 
scow! of malevolence meanwhile ac- 
centuating the ugliness of his unforbid- 
ding countenance. 

Mr. Daney took up the thread of his 
argument as soon as the court was 
declared in session, by referring to the 
question of damages. “In order to re- 


cover damages.” he said, “plaintiff 
must show that she has been in- 
jured; that in some manner she 


has suffered loss. Is there one ecintilla 
of evidence that Katherine v 
has been injured or suffered loss in 
the sum of one dollar or one cent? She 
has suffered nothing in loss of position 
or caste. Her adherents are as loyal 
to her as ever. She has not shown 
that she has suffered any loss what- 
ever: but she has gained what she 
seems to revel in most, and that is 
notoriety. 

“No attempt has been made to show 
in what respect she has been damaged. 
Have you had a word or a syllable 
from anybody except the purple lady 
herself that she has suffered? There 
is nothing before the jury to that ef- 
fect except her uncorroborated state- 
ment, which is contradicted by the in- 
herent facts and circumstances of the 
case. We have it from her own lips 
that at the same time this alleged libel 
was published she was aware that arti- 
eles attacking her were being published 
in many other papers.” 

Mr. Daney at this point held up for 
the inspection of the jury copy of 
the Los Angeles Herald of tember, 
1900, containing a sensational article 
headed, “Strange Things are Going on 


in the Home of Mystery,” and contain-

“This didn’t give her shock; this 
didn’t cause her any loss of sleep,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Daney. 

Bombastes McKinley came to the res- 
cue of his client by claiming that Mrs.

Mr. Andrews also protested and 
moved that the court instruct the jury 
that the Herald article was not in evi- 


The court will instruct the jury at 
the proper time,” said Mr. Daney. 

The court: The articie is not before 
the jury, and counsel will not be per- 
a to make any further allusion 
to it. 

Mr. Daney: But it is in evidence 
that she read other articles derogatory 
to herself about this tine, and was not 
shocked. 

Continuing, Mr. Daney said: “If Dr. 
Wood 
count of the shock and the insomnia 
caused by the article in The Times, as 
she alleged, is it not likely that she 
would hawe brought them here to 
testify as to the extent and nature of 
her suffering? Dr. Wood was twice on 
the witness stand. Why was he not 
asked about this? You are asked to 
award her damages for this intangible, 
indescribable injury, which cannot be 
the subect of any tangible investiga- 
tion. I don't befeve you will be able 
to find anything but her unsupported 
testimony that she suffered any am- 


age. 

Mr. Daney then took up the question 
of punitive damage on account of mal- 
ice. “The law does not presume malice,” 
he said. “Malice must be proved; jt 
must be established by evidence beyond 
a doubt. The circumstances under 
which this article was published are 
such as to show that it was not in- 
spired by malice.” 

IN PUBLIC INTEREST. 

He then detailed the manner in which 
the publication was brought about, 
reading from the testimony from Harry 
K. Andrews, city editor of The Times, 
and supplementing it with the testi- 
mony of other witnesses, showing that 
the publication was made in the public 
interest, and without any feeling or 
spirit of malice on the part of the pub- 
lishers whatever. He showed that the 
disposition of the city editor was not 
only to ascertain the truth of what he 
considered a matter of public interest, 
but that he exercised a spirit of cau- 
tion and fairness in cutting out some 
of —— most derogatory portions ot the 
article. 

“You can give this testimony no other 
interpretaticn,” said Mr, Daney, than 
that this paper was guided only by the 
spirit of fairness and a desire to get 
correct information. The information 
published was derived from a source at 
the time believed to be correct and re- 
Hable. There is absolutely nothing to 
show that there was malice.” 

WHO I8 SHE? 


Mr. Daney next directed his atten- 
tion to the plaintiff. 

“Who,is Katherine Tingley?” he 
asked. How does she happen to be 
head of the Universal Brotherhood? 
Here is her constitution, here is the in- 
strument un which she holds her of- 
fice, and wt Is this instrument?” 

He read portions of it, showing that 
it clothes her with autocratic power. 

“It gives her power to appoint and 
remove her cabinet officers and other 
— at will, vex | 2 to name her 

uocessor. e er right-hand 
man, Secretary-General Pierce, on the 
Witness stand said he did not know 
she had the right to remove him. Con- 
sider the kind of man this is who has 
the effrontery to sit here and say 
he does not know she has that power. 
What reliance can be placed in the tes- 
timeny of a man who will mike such 
a statement in the face of the ; rinted 
evidence?” 

Mr. Daney then grilled Pierce, hold- 
ing him up as a man whose ord 
could not be taken for anything, yet 
he is the chief supporter of Mrs. Ting- 
ley and his testimony, is relied upon 
1 by the plainti to prove her 


Continuing his remarks about Mrs. 
Tingley’s absolute power, Mr. Daney 
raid: “Members of the Inversen! 
Brotherhood not even allowed to 
talk about atters in thelr conven- 
Uons unless it meets her own sweet 
pleasure. She is the great ‘She Who 
Must be Obeyed.’” 

Referring to tie pledge which mem- 
bers are required to take, Daney said, 
after reading the porticn binding them 
to “obey without cavil or delay,” the 
order of the Outer Head” (Mrs. 
Tingley:) “Now vou can understand 
why Somers arose at the dead of nicht 
te come down here from Sen Francisco 
to obey the orders of Mrs. Tingley ty 
testifying as a character witness 
against Dr. Jerome A, Anderson. 

“Who wrote this constitution, how 
was it adopted?” asked Mr. Daney. 

He read from Dr. Andersons testi- 
mony that it was prepared by three 
or four le in New York under 
Mrs. Tingley’s supervision. 

“Even the mem s hold their mem- 
bership only by her sufferance.” seid 
the speaker. “Consider the influences 
around them. Are they in a condition 
or position to tell the absolute truth 
concerning her and her affairs in any 
particular? 

“I don't mean that all her witnesses 
will necessarily falsify. Mies Wood 
and Miss Hecht, for instance. are no 
doubt pure-minded young women. 
prompted by noble impulses. but hyp- 
notized into coing the bidding of Mra. 
Tingley. I refer principally to Mr. 
Neresheimer and Mr. Pierce, members 
of her cabinet. as witnesses who can- 
not be believed. the latter the more in- 
telligent and therefore ore dangér- 
ous. Everything in his nianner on the 
witness stand indicated subterfuge, 
equivocation and attempt to escape 
from telling fust what he did know. 
This is a pretty fair index to the char- 
acter of the man. Do vou remember 
how he spoke about the witness, Fitch 
when he (Pierce) was on the etand? 
Fitch was a bad man then, a worthless 
character and had deen urged to 
eave, but Pierce writes a letter to Mr. 

Nock saying he left voluntarily and 
had many wood qualities.” 

r. Daney read the Babcock letter 
to the furv to show how Pierce con- 
tradicted himself. 


“OUR GREAT TEACHER.” 

Daney next called the attention of 
the jury to a prospectus issued by Mrs. 
Tingley, in which she was referred to 
as “Our Great Teacher,” set out jn big 
capita] letters. 

“To whom would you think that re- 
ferred, if you read no further?’ Mr. 
Dangy asked, and cited this as confir- 
mation of the testimony that Mra. 
Tingley regarded herself in the same 
class, the same category, as our Lord 
and Savior, Jesus Christ. 

“Think of the blasphemy!” exclaimed 
Mr. Daney. “Does this not stamp her 
as a faker and a fraud?” N 

When Dane made allusion to Mrs. 
Tingley's interview with Witness Fitch 
at the time she brought out the pic- 


ture of a turbaned Indian, who, she 
said, was a great master and had 
power over money, and frequently 


wrote checks when her institution was 
hard up, the purple mother could 
stand it no longer. With the agpirated 
exclamation: “I won't stand this!” elie 
gtabbed her crutch and made for the 
door. 

EVEN SPOT DENIED. 

“They have denied everything, even 
Spot, the sacred dog.“ continued the 
attorney.

“Katherine Tingley has stood before 
you posing as a great moral teacher, 
u great moral factor in the world. 
Ponder seriously on this.”

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
ARGUMENT FOR PLAINTIFF. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)

He is informed on religion, politics and 
science. That is why we have as a 
nation avowed the licy of the lib- 
erty of the press. e have read of 
the censorship of the press in Cuba, 
Russia, and, if you like, i our posses- 
sions in the Philippines. -The liberty 
of the press of this State has never 
been muzzled, but we insist upon truth. 
We acknowledge the liberty of the 
press, but not ite abuse.” 

Mr. Andrews then took up the al- 
leged libelous charges published in the 
Los Angeles Times, and discussed them 
ad sertatum. 

Mr. Andrews referred especially to 
the evidence of the Gird sisters of 
Pasadena, speaking humorously of the 
testimony that they had been fed upon 
gingerbread.

THE CONNECTION. 

Last Sunday we saw Paul and Silas 
in the jail at Philipp!, singing praises 
to God and finally delivered in such a 
way as to promote the salvation and 
the edification of many. This Sunday 
we are studying part of a letter writ- 
ten by him about ten years later, from 
another prison, and this time in Rome 
iteelf, to the church in that same town 
of Philippi and we hear him tell of 
his great joy, while he exhorts them 
to be constantly joyful in God. Once 
at least in those ten years he had 
gone back there, but he had never for- 
1 them nor had they forgotten 


He loved that church intensely and 
almost complacentiy. It was the only 
church he did not rebuke for some 
weakness or sin. In our lesson there is 
an implied censure of two good w " 
who were not very harmonious. They 
seemed to be his favorite church. 
They were his first converts on the 
continent af Europe; they had been 
faithful to his teachings and consist- 
ent in their lives; they had been very 
tender and thoughtful of his comfort, 
having sent supplies on to him at Thes- 
Salonica, twice after he left them, 
and having sent a special messenger 
with an offering on to Rome—Epa- 
phroditus, who was now taking back 


this letter. The letter does not discuss 


many of the great doctrines. It is 
highly personal in its affectionate tone 
and greetings, practical in its exhor- 
tations and at the same time instruct- 
We as to the nature and work of 
Christ. This lesson is a superb sum- 
mary of the essentials of the Christian 


life,

“Strength and Tenderness.” 

“(1.) -Wherefore, my brethren be- 

loved and longed for, my joy and 
crown, 8o stand fast in the Lord, my 
beloved.

Steadfastness is still a 
cardinal virtue. It was tested in their 
case by the world with its ungodly 
principles of conduct and its selfish 
ambition; by the flesh with its debas- 
ing appetites; by the devil with his in- 
numerable wiles. The deepest, most 
vital secret of Christian living is to 
abide in Christ. Paul recognises the 
difficulties in the way of it, and an 
the virtues are required to overcome 
them. 

This sort of steadfagtness is neces- 
sary, if one would obey the advice pre- 
viously given. “Wherefore” shows that 
this is the summing up of all that 
was Involved in the words preceding 
it. All virtues are involved in stand- 
i fagt in the Lord.

= this exhortation, because 

t tender words with which it is 
a@companied. Through (hese words his 
loving Heart poured its warm strength 
into theirs and made memory and 
hope leap high. Notice the words 
with which he touches them to action 
“brethren,” “my beloved,” “my joy,” 
“my crown.” One of these words alune 
would have been much. To be a 
brother to him and to have him say 
it, Was a Spur to them. To know that 
he loved them so well that he would 
say my beloved” was to seal their 
determination. To be told that they 
were his joy~how they were honored! 
They had given him the completest 
joy he had ever won—the joy of see- 
ing them saved and the joy of seeing 
them serve so lovingly and wisely. But 
his personal word to them was still 
stronger—they were his glory. When 
an eastern says to another, ‘Thou art 
the crown of my head’ (which is some. 
times said,) he means, ‘You are a per- 
son whom to know, and with whom to 
be connected through service or rela- 
tionship, is the very essence of satis- 
faction, pride, honor and giory.”

strong. They have shown tenderness 
toward Paul—they must show it right 
there among themselves. Two good 
women need reconciling any they niust 
have the tame mind.

It is all important that these two 
women find their unity in the Lord.

His constant reit ration of 
this e rtation shows that his joy was 


ever bubbling up like a fountain and 
that he thought it of the highest im- 
portance that they be joyous. 

But joy may get beyond bounds and 
the Christian must learn a wise re- 
Kraint. The “forbearance” here urged 
is not 80 much a restraint of joy, but 
the keeping of one's self in the proper 
bounds in the social life especially. 

must rule as well as jey in 
spire. One may be too rigorous an 
severe and vindicative. If joy is in 
the heart, he will be tolerant and gra- 
cious and kind and forbearing—in a 
word, genially, but not severely, un- 
selfish, and it will be manifested to- 
ward all, not to friends alone, but 
even to enemies. 

This will enable the Christian to

AN DIMAS AROUSED 


BY WATER DECISION. 


SAN DIMAS, Jan. %.—Representa- 


tive ranchers to the number of 120 at- 
tended a mass meeting in the packing- 


house yesterday afternoon, called to 
consider 


the danger involved in the 
recent decision. by the State Supreme 


Court of the San Bernardino water 
case, which decision knocks dut all 


preconceived ideas of subterranean 
water rights. 


The utmost enthusiasm prevailed 


throughout the seasion. Frank John- 


ston was elected chairman, and W. 


Crook secretary. On call by the chair, 


James A. Johnstone explained the ob- 


ject of the meeting to be to protect 
the rights of the San Dimas orchard- 
iste and prevent the waters appurte- 
nant to the land from being diverted 
to other districta, 
resolutions were adopted, and 
a ttee selected with instructions 
to secure the best legal advice on the 
situation. The committee consists of 
Frank Johnston, L. C. Meredith, D. C. 
Teague, W. Bowring. J. A. Johnstone, 
J. H. Judson and C. Cannon. This 
committee represents all the land own- 
ers holding land originally the prop- 
erty of the San José Ranch Company. 
The Supreme Court decision denies 
the right of a land owner at the lower 
point of an artesian beit to pump more 
than his share of the water from his 
own well. The defendant in this suit 
uncapped ten wells within the city 
limits of San Bernardino, and by means 
of pumps, withdrew and sold to River- 
side about 100 inches of water.” The 
court decided unanimously that the 
owner of the land on which the wells 
were situated had no right to do this, 
as it dried up the wells on the lands 
above, and thus deprived those lands 
proportion of the underlying 
r. 


The decision was so far-reaching that 
when it became known in San Dimas 
it created a great furore, because the 
conditions prevailing here were exactly 
Parallel to those in this San Bernar- 
dino case. A few years ago the only 
water supply this place had was from 
San Dimas Cafion, at the northeast, 
and from the Cienega known as Mud 
Springs, on the southeast, But with 
the continued dry winters these sup- 
lies failed, and wells were bored at 

ud Springs and an expensive pumping 
. erected, 200 inches of water be- 

obtained. 

About the same time several wells 
were bored in the San Dimas wash, a 
tract of 400 acres of land which was 


success- 
ful, and capital soon be- 
came int In wells and 
erecting pumping plants and pipe lines 
to convey the water to the great or- 
ange groves of this district. 

About this time Covina, Asusa and 
Glendora bought various tracts of land 
in the San Dimas wash, and put down 
wells and pumped the water to their 
several towns. Covina also bought land 
south of Lordsburg, about a mile eart 
of the Mud Springs plant of the San 
Dimas Irrigation Company, and from 
he Lordsburg plant Covina derives 
about 180 inches of water. 

The Artesian Belt Water Company 
of San Dimas put down the first well 
in the San Dimas wash. in 18986. When 
this was first operated the water stood 
nineteen feet from the surface. and 
126 inches of water has been pumped 
from this well. but as other wells 
were put down In the immediate vicin- 
itv, the water of the Artesian Beit 
Water Company's well lowered. and 
the shaft was sunk deeper and deeper. 
until this past season the water stood 
at 150 feet from the surface, and onty 
30 inches of water was pumped. The 
cause of all this shrinkage in this 
water supply was the pumping of 
Glendora and Asus, operated by three 
large companies. which have e tensive
